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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 5-1 0, 1 5, 1 6, and 22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
teaching or suggestion in the prior art of the claimed combination having a valve 
disposed in the chamber for relative rotation with respect to the rotor, the valve including 
a base and an outwardly extending wing, the valve base being annular, and the rotor 
and the valve each having at least one valve face complementary to each other with the 
valve face of the valve disposed on the wing and the valve of the rotor disposed on an 
end of the paddle adjacent the wing, the rotor including a pin extending through the 
annular base; re claim 10, a v-shaped channel disposed in the housing and a ring 
disposed on the cover, the channel having walls defining the channel, and the ring 
being rectangular in cross-section and including edges received against the wall; re 
claim 22, ribs being integrally formed with the side wall so as to be stationary therewith, 
and a ramp extending between the distant surface and the near surface, such that 
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spaces between the ribs and the surfaces decrease or close when the rotor is rotated in 
one direction and increase or open when the rotor is rotated in an opposite direction.
